The application uf electricity tu the 
muimfacture uf phosphorus is Oks-cteil 
tu revolutiuii’ze the iinlubtry. 'nA phos- 
phorus is extracted from the usual ma- 
terials by being intensely heated with 
carliun iu au electric furnace. It is thus 
vajiorized aud is afterward collected in 
copjier condensers. The latest iwittem 
of furnace produces daily alxuit 1 -jO 
pounds uf very pour phosjihorus, with a 
loss uf aliuut 14 {ler cent, uf tutal quan- 
tity of the raw material. 

The effect of this new development 
will be that n -ingle building which 1ms 
been erected for the purjiohe in England 
will Bouit be turning out half as much as 
the world's present consumption. — New 
Yurk Telegram.
